A Settlement Brought About by Friends

Dispatches Say They Were Deliberately 


Masacred at Sivas. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—The representative 


of the Uunited Press at Constantinople tel- 
egraphs that at 6 p. m., November 14, Mr 
Jewett, United States consul at Sivas, sent 
a telegram to United States minister Ter" 
rell stating, that in disturbances that had 
taken place at Sivas, 800 Armenians and 
ten Turks had been killed, and that ac- 
cording to the official reports a large body 
of Kurds was then approaching the town. 


Allegations that Armenians were ag" 


gressors are absolutely untrue. The Ar- 
menians were 
deliberately 
massacred. 


Minister Terrell has received dispatches 
from Harpoot that occupants of eight of 
the burned buildings at that place per- 
ished in the flames. The country in that 
vicinity is desolate and thousands of per- 
sons are homeless and starving. 


MURDERER 
AND BURGLAR. 


Talks Today About the Crime and Gives 


Valuable Information.

BOSTON, Nov. 16.—Gen. A. P. Martin, 


chairman of the board of police, Chief 
Inspector William B. Watts and Major 
Whitney of the state police had an inter- 
view with Murderer Barrett in the state 
prison today with a view to securing 
evidence of burglary against James A.

of

property alleged to have been stolen 
by Barrett. For half an hour Barrett 
talked with his visitors, after having been 
assured his &tcry should not be made pub- 
lic. 
He told them much that undoubtedly 


will aid in ferreting out more facts in re- 
gard to the case, and it is considered not 
improbable that interesting developments 
may follow. 


THE PERSONS BURNED. 


Improved Match Factory Destroyed at 


Michigan this Morning. 


DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 16 The factory 


of the Improved Match company, a 
branch of the match trust, was burned at 
3 o'clock this morning. Three persons 
were burned to death—Reuben Davis, 
foreman; Thomas Wagner, watchman; 
Agnes Getkee, employe. The factory was 
working day and night shifts. About 
twenty-five persons, mostly girls] were 
at work when the fire started. It spread 
with such rapidity that it was with great 
difficulty the employes got out alive. Miss 
Getkee after going out went back for her 
clothing and was not seen again. The 
monetary loss is $45,000.

A Laryc Contract Given- 


This morning, L. A. Weston was given 


by the Berkshire Cotton Manufacturing 
company of Adams one of the largest con- 
tracts ever awarded to one single lirm in 
Massachusetts. It is for the bteam and 
sprinkler piping at the massive new mill. 
For the steam fitting about 45,000 feet will 
be required and about 50,000 feet is neces- 
sary to feed the automatic sprinklers of 
which there will be 3400. Mr. Westoii 
will start the work with about fourteen 
men, in about three weeks.

One Horse 
Injured so 
It 
had to be 


Killed. 


Probably the most disastrous runaway 


this year, locally, happened in town last 
evening about 5 o'clock:. The pair ot 
horses owned by John Madden, attached 
too heavy market wagon, made A clear 
course for themselves in their mad run 
from the hill on Furnace street to Holden 
street, where they were stopped by collid- 
ing with a telegraph pole. 


Two employees of Mr. Madden went 


with the team to deliver goods on Furnace 
street. One of th« men left the team on 
the hill and went into a house with the 
goods. The other man, Thomas Keleheri 
was putting a small empty keg into the 
wagon when suddenly aud without ap- 
parent cause the horses started to run 
down the hill. In endeavoring to climb 
into the moving wagon Mr. Keleher was 
thrown under the wheels and the wagon 
passed over his head and shoulders, but he 
escaped with a few bruises. 


The frightened animals went at a furious 


speed across the railroad tracks and then 
across the Main street bridge, at which 


lace a portion of the wagon was left. 
The noise gave the alarm to drivers, yet 
there were several narrow ercapes from 
collision. The horses fairly tore up Main 
Btreet and the remnants of the wagon 
struck Bailey's express team, which 
was stationed in front of the Wilson block. 
Sailey's team was badly damaged, being 
thrown nearly around by the force of the 
blow. The horses turned into Holden 
street and were covering ground rapidly 
and unhindered when they ran against a 
telegraph 
pole 
opposite the Chinese 


aundry, bringing their run to a sudden 
end. One of the horses was thrown down 
jy the shock and what was left of the 
wagon after it struck the pole would make 
excellent kindling wood. 


A large crowd quickly gathered and the 


street was nearly blocked with teams and 
pedestrians. 
Officer Daniels, with the 


assistnnce of some of the bystanders, got 
the fallen horse up in a few minutes. The 
animal was unable to rest his oil' hind leg 
on the ground. Dr. McDonnell was sum- 
moned and found that tlie ligaments and 
tendons about the ankle joint had been 
torn completely away, leaving the foot 
•hanging by the skin alone. The other 
horse was not injured beyond a few minor 
cuts. The horse most injured was ordered 
killed by E. O. Wiley, agent of the Hu- 
mane society. A man who was instructed 
to kill the animal was told to shoot it 
where it was and remove it for burial. 
He decided to make the suffering horse 
its own hearse, and in spite of the pro- 
testations of those who saw the deed he 
caused the horse to hobble on three legs 
to the hill above V4azie street, where he 
ended its existence with a bullet. 


ROSE ADMITTED TO BAIL. 


The Bonds Reduced from Five Thousand 


to One Thousand Dollars. 


A. Rose, one of the men who was ar- 


rested at the Hoosac Valley Agricultural 
fair accused of popket pitking, was bailed 
Thursday. Judge Thayer after learning 
more about the case than what was given 
at the hearing recommended a reduction 
of the" bail. 
The bail was reduced from 


$5,000 to $1,000 and Morris Gatslick be- 
came the bondsman in that amount. C. 
J. Parkhurst was the lawyer who brought 
about this result. The companion of Mr. 
Rose, who was arrested at the same time, 
was admitted to bail some weeks ago.

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THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Among the city officers to be elected on 


the eventful 17th of December are the six 
members of the school committee; two 
to serve for the term of three years, two 
for two years and two for one year. This 
committee will choose its own chairman 
from among its members at the opening 
of the municipal year in January. 


Our charter provides that the superin- 


tendent of schools shall be chosen by a 
majority vote of this committee on the 
first Monday of June, or as soon thereafter 
as may be. The superintendent is not to 
be a member of the school committee but 
i> to be under their direction and control. 
He will hold his office until the first Mon- 
day of the following June unless sooner 
removed, or until his successor is duly 
chosen and qualified. 
He may be re- 


moved at anytime by a majority vote of 
the committee. 


The compensation of all persons em- 


ployed by them shall be decided by the 
school committee. In case of a vacancy 
in their number the committee in joint 
convention with the members of the city 
council by a majority vote of the two 
bodies will fill the vacancy until the end 
of the current municipal year. At the 
next ensuing annual election the vacancy 
will be filled for the unexpired term of 


office, if any, in the regular way provided 
for the election of the school committee 
by popular vote. 


As will be seen from the above, the 


management and control of the schools is 
vested with absolute power in the school 
committe. 
The importance of this de- 


partment of the city government can 
hardly be overestimated. 
Of all the 


officers to be elected at our coming elec- 
tion there are none who can have more 
influence upon the social advancement of 
our community than the members of the 
school committee. 
They will presuma- 


bly, the charter not otherwise providing, 
have the power to appoint or remove 
teachers as may seem to them desirable 
and direct the minutest detail of school 
work. 
We believa that the value and 


utility of our educational interests will be 
best promoted If the committee a>1opt a 
plan by which the superintendent will be 
empowered with the selection of his own 
corps of teachers, so far as passible, and 
with the management of the details of 
his work and the work of the instructors 
under him with as little interference as is 
consistent with a liberal yet systematic 
policy in the conduct of school affairs. 


No superintendent of so large and im- 


portant a school system as ours is worthy 
of the position who is not worthy of » 
confidence that should leave him unem- 
barrassed by unnecessary interference 
with the personnel and minor details 
of his plans. 
We believe this to be 


of so much importance in the promo- 
tion of 
harmonious and 
successful 


school work that we think it not only 
justifiable but eminently desirable that 
our voters should know how the candi- 
dates they have in consideration as mem- 
bers of the school committee stand In this 
respect as well as others. 


In any event this committee should be 


pre-eminently made up of liberal minded, 
well informed members, without narrow 
prejudices but imbued with deep and 
broad modern views on educational mat- 
ters. Of course it must be free from sec- 
tarian predominance of any kind. Above 
all'other officers to be elected these should 
be removed from the realm of partisan 
politics. The school committee should 
never be degraded into an ornamental re- 
ceptacle for the accommodation and dis- 
play of personal favorites regardless of 
qualifications or for our social or political 
friends simply because they "must be 
provided for."

OF INTEREST TO VOTERS. 


Facts In Regard to Caucuses That All

the past four months. Two weeks ago ho 
baeame so feeble that he was unable to be 
removed from his room. During the past 
few days he had been unconscious much of 
the time. 


Eben D. Jordan wasjjyrn in tho town of 


Danville, Mo., Oct^^, 1S22. 
He was left 


fatherless and pe^iiiiless at the age of 4 
years. He cm braced the first opportunity 
for employment which was presented, and 
went to work nt the age of 14 on a farm 
in Mount Pleasant, Koxbury (now part of 
Boston), at $4 a month. "When he was 16. 
young Jordan entered the store of Will- 
iam P. Tenney & Co., in this city. He re- 
mained two years at Tenney's, and then 
worked one year at Pratt's. Of his salary 
of $375 a year he saved a part, thus early 
adopting a rule of living within his in- 
come. 


Shortly afterward he opened a small 


store on Hanover street, being "staked" 
by a friend, Joshua Stetson. Four years 
later, after building up a business of $100,- 
000 a year, he entered a wholesale house to 
gain a better understanding of the gen- 
eral lines of trade. 


The firm of Jordan, Marsh & Co. was 


formed in the year 1851. when they opened 
a small jobbing store on Milk street. 
The firm passed through the awful panic 
of 1857, and in 18(>1 the firm, in addition 
to its large wholesale trade, bought the re- 
tail store on Washington street, corner of 
Avon, where now stands their magnifi- 
cent establishment Tho growth of this re- 
tAl store has been marvelous, and its 
wants now require the labor of nearly 
SOOO employes in its different departments. 


Mr. Jordan was as genial and approach- 


able to all when his trade ran into the 
millions as when in his little store on Han- 
over street ho sold his first yard of calico. 
Riches did not close the streams of his 
generosity, for his path is dotted all the 
way along by deeds of charity.
